Fear Fruit 
Tree Damage

Unseasonably cold weather frosted 
much of the East and parts of the South 
again today while growers assessed 
damage to fruit and vegetable crops 
hit by record-low April temperatures 
Wednesday. 


Below-freezing temperatures dipped 
south as far as North Carolina and 
frost nipped northern Florida only a 
day 
after 
intense 
cold 
caused 
widespread damage to orchards and 
tender field crops 
from 
Southern 
Illinois to Arkansas and Alabama. 


A U niversity of 
M issouri 
hor­ 
ticulturist, Rudy Zuroweste, predicted 
that cold damage would cause some 
fruit prices to soar in months ahead. 


Alabama’s peach 
crops 
suffered 
severe damage from 
the cold as 
temperatures at Birmingham touched 
26 early Wednesday. 


Arkansas’s tomato crop may be 70 to 
75 per cent destroyed, officials said. 


Crop losses in Southern 
Illinois, 
already severe from flooding, were 
further damaged by the severe cold. 
One peach grower said his crop was a 
IOO per cent loss — “We can’t find one 
live bud.’’ 


A light mixture of rain and snow iced 
areas between the (ireat I,akes and the 
Ohio River, but the accumulation was 
slight, usually less than an inch. Rain 
moved over the Oregon coast.

Judge Delays OEO End 


WASHINGTON (API — A federal 
judge says the Nixon administration is 
acting illegally in its plan to disperse 
rapidly the programs and people of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity. 


U.S. District Court Judge William B. 
Jones issued a broadly worded order 
Wednesday enjoining Howard Phillips, 
acting OEO director, from proceeding 
further with the administration plan to 
phase out the antipoverty agency. 


Jones said the administration could 
not 
u nilaterally 
term in ate 
OEO 
programs established by Congress as 
long as funds are appropriated for 
them. His decision came on suits filed 
by a union local representing gov­ 


ernment workers and a Missouri rural 
redevelopment corporation. 


In Chicago, however, U.S. District 
Court Judge Jam es B. Parsons refused 
to halt the administration's actions. 
Parsons said suits filed in Chicago 
were premature since 
“OEO 
will 
continue as provided by law unless 
Congress acts to discontinue it or fails 
to act to cause its continuance and that 
Community Action Agencies will In* 
funded for their programs at least 
through 1973. Tile Chicago action also 
was filed by a union local that rep­ 
resents OKO employes. 


The White House and the OKO said 
they would have no comment on the

Phillip R. Fete, president of the 
government union local in Washington, 
told an overflow crowd of about IOO in 
the lobby of OKO headquarters after 
Jones issued his decision: “We are 
proud to have fought, and happy to 
have lieaten, this attempt to violate the 
laws of the United Suites."

Urge Standards 
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Beans Said Cheapest Source 
O f Body-Building Protein 


WASHINGTON (AP) — I ^ t’s say 
you have a choice between a sizzling 
porterhouse or a serving of dry beans. 
Would your selection be influenced if 
you had to pay for it—and you knew the 
beans cost a 10th as much and had the 
sam e nutritional value? 
E xperts from the U.S. D epartm ent 
of Agriculture—wary of such ticklish 
item s as food controls and m eat 
boycotts— didn’t pose the problem 
exactly that way today. But th at’s the 
way it carne out. 
What the USDA experts did was to 
put out some advice on how to stretch 
the food dollar for protein-rich, body­ 
building foods necessary in family 
nutrition. They very carefully avoided 
any recom m endations. 
Measured in terms of February 
grocery prices, a six-cent serving of 
dry beans will provide the sam e 
amount of protein as 66 cents worth of 
[Kirterhou.se steak or 67 cents worth of 
iam b chops, the experts said. 
Further, according to the USDA cost 
figures, when it comes strictly to m eat 
and poultry, the best buys for protein- 
conscious shoppers are whole chicken 
and ham burger. 
"One way to determ ine good buys 
among m eats and m eat alternates is to 
com pare the costs of am ounts ... that 
provide equal 
protein,” the 
Agri­ 
cultural Research Service said in a 
report. 
Tw enty g ra m s of p ro tein , for 
exam ple, is about one-third of the 
recommended daily allowance for a 20- 
year-old man. A three-ounce serving of 
cooked lean beef, pork, lam b, veal, 
turkey or fish provides about 20 gram s 
of protein or m ore.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Operation 
Homecoming activities at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base are coming 
to an end as the last of JO repatriated 
Vietnam prisoners of war processed 
here prepare to go home. 
The last three former POWs leave 
next week for 00-day convalescence 
visits with their families. 
The three, Capt. William D. Beek­ 
man of Toledo, Capt. Jack M. Butcher 
of Ypsilanti, Mich., and Bt. William J. 
Reich of Clinton, Wis., held a news 
conference Wednesday to discuss their 
imprisonment. 
Beekman, held in a prison camp less 
than a year, said he thought the anti­ 
war movement in the United States 
“gave the North Vietnamese hope.” 
But he said the prisoners weren’t 
impressed. Beekman said the prison 
guards “used to bang on our dows with 
rifles to make us stop laughing during 
Jane Fonda’s propaganda broad­ 
casts.” 
The officers said they were not 
tortured by the North Vietnamese 
because of their late capture. 
Asked if there could be any prisoners 
still unaccounted for, Reich said, “I 
don’t want to destroy any hopes. I 
didn’t see anyone who hasn’t come 
out.” 
Butcher, shot down over I ,aos March 
24,1971, told of escaping twice, only to 
lie recaptured. 
He was one of six Americans cap­ 
tured and later released by the laotian 
government as part of the ceasefire.

Appeal Rejected 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An in­ 
dividual 
who avoids an accident 
hazard once no longer is assured of 
legal protection if he has an accident in 
the same place 
later, 
the Ohio 
Supreme Court has ruled. 
The decision came Wednesday in the 
case of a Cincinnati woman who en­ 
tered the Ixisantiville Country Club 
safely on July JO, 1969, but fell and was 
injured while leaving on the same 
steps. 
Mrs. Sylvia Raflo sought damages 
on grounds that her fall was caused by 
“an abnormally high step.” I/iwer 
courts held, and the Supreme Court 
agreed unanimously, that the club was 
not legally at fault. 
Report Setback 
In Rotunda Offer 
CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Efforts 
to save Union Terminal received 
another setback Wednesday when a 
$5,000 check for an option to purchase 
the station's rotunda was rejected. 
George Gray, manager of the ter­ 
minal, said the offer of an option had 
lieen withdrawn because the group 
trying to save the structure did not 
meet an April 2 deadline. 
Save The Terminal (Chairman Alfred 
A. Moore reported that Southern 
Railway President W. Graham Claytor 
Jr. later told him that Gray “did not 
have any authority” to accept the 
check. 


No strangers 
to controversy, 
Haldeman and Ehrliehman also share 
with Henry A. Kissinger the distinction 
of being Nixon’s most powerful 
assistants. Charter members of what 
some have called the “German 
Mafia,’’ they regulate the flow of 
people, papers and proposals reaching 
the President's office. 
Haldeman—everyone calls him 
Bob—is chief of the White House staff, 
keeper of the gates and Nixon’s nay- 
sayer. Ehrliehman has likened him to 
a lord chamberlain. 
Soon after the President took his 
oath in 1969, Haldeman’s office 
became known to critics as the “Berlin 
w all”—because members of the 
Cabinet and Congress found it blocking 
the path to Nixon’s door. 


More recently, Republican Sen. 
Lowell 
Weicker 
of 
Connecticut 
suggested Haldeman had advance 
know ledge of policies and personalities 
behind the Watergate conspiracy and 
should resign. The bipartisan leaders 
of the Senate select committee in­ 
vestigating campaign misdeeds stated 
publicly 
they had 
no evidence 
Haldeman was involved. Haldeman 
added a firm denial of his own. 
Ehrliehman is the President’s 
domestic policy assistant and, like 
Haldeman, he has been judged too 
aloof and inaccessible by some ad­ 
ministration officials as well as sena­ 
tors and congressmen. 
The two men, close friends since 
college days at UCBA, are Christian 
Scientists who neither smoke nor 
drink. As young men they were Eagle 
Scouts. Like Nixon, they display 
enameled American flags on their 
lapels and Haldeman even shares the 
President’s enthusiasm for cottage 
cheese lunches. 
Politically, Haldeman is a con­ 
servative generally regarded as 
.standing somewhat to the right of 
Nixon. Ehrliehman is seen as more 
receptive to liberal thought. Both are 
intensely loyal to Nixon. 
Ehrliehman, whim interviewed by 
author Allen Drury for his book 
“Courage and H esitation,” said: 
“Part of our job is never to confront 
the President with a situation in which 
he has to disappoint .someone or take a 
harsh action. For that reason, we 
usually send meinoes to him for 
decision. He can then Ix* perfectly free 
to turn ideas down without making his 
decisions personal.” 
Haldeman 
also 
gave 
Drury 
testimony to Nixon’s detachment from 
argumentative hurly-burly, and to 
Haldeman’s own 
reputation for 
barring the presidential door. 
“Ehrliehman, Kissinger and I do our 
l>est to make sure that all points of 
view are placed before the President,” 
he said. “We do act as a screen, be­ 
cause there is a real danger of some 
advocate of an idea rushing in to the 
President or some other decision­ 
maker, if the person is allowed to do 
so, and actually managing to convince 
them in a burst of emotion or 
argument. We try to make sure that all 
arguments are presented cairny and 
fairly across the board.” 
In pre-election days, Haldeman 
made no secret of a conviction that the 
original builders of Washington wisely 
placed the White House and the Capitol 
at opposite ends of Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 
“ I don’t think,” he said, “Congress is 
.supposed to work with the White 
House...There is a clearcut division of 
|M»wer which was intentional, and I 
think that a certain amount of distance 
is healthy.” 
Since November, Haldeman and 
Ehrliehman have been more ac­ 
cessible 
to Congress 
members, 
especially Republicans who argued 
they fared poorly in the election 
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because of WTute House preoccupation 
with fashioning a Nixon landslide. 
Consultation and cooperation now are 
oft-used words and the President 
himself has found it desirable to ex­ 
pand the list of those invited to periodic 
breakfast .sessions with GOP congres­ 
sional leaders. 
Haldeman, 46, married and the 
father of four, became a dedicated 
Nixon partisan more than 20 years 
ago, admiring his dogged pursuit of 
alleged Communist Alger Hiss. A 
volunteer whose responsibilities in­ 
creased with each Nixon campaign 
starting in 1956, he enlisted Eh­ 
rliehman in the cause. 
Haldeman looks like a chief of staff, 
erect and tall, his thinning crewcut 
show ing ample scalp. His sense of hu­ 
mor tends to be rather sardonic. 
He brought several proteges, among 
them press secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler, to the Nixon staff from his 
position as vice president and I /is 
Angeles manager of the J. Walter 
Thompson advertising agency. 
Haldeman’s most visible avocation 
is taking home movies of Nixon, which 
he shows to friends. Tennis, chess and 
the guitar also lay claim to his limited 
leisure time, along with such plays as 
“Godspell’’ 
and 
“ Jesus 
Christ 
Superstar.” Cocktail parties are not 
for hun. 
Efirlichman is the more affable of 
the two Ult is no devotee of the 
Georgetown party circuit either. A 
World War ll air corps navigator and 
former Seattle zoning attorney, he is 
48. stocky, round-faced and balding. 
He and his wife have five children. 
He and Haldeman have a zest for 
sunshine that keeps them tanned 
throughout much of the year as they 
follow their boss to Florida and 
Southern California. 
Ehrliehman thinks of himself as an 
attorney with a single client, Richard 
Nixon. 
His loyalty is unquestioned. So is 
Haldeman's.

In a House subcommittee on 
domestic finance last week, Brown 
urged adoption of a bill that would 
provide the state with at least a 
quarter of a million dollars to enforce 
the trust law.

CLEVELAND (A P)—The Standard 
Oil Co. of Ohio service station lease 
contract puts the dealer “ at great dis­ 
advantage,” a Cleveland judge said in 
telling Sohio and I arain service station 
operator Daniel Super to end their 
dispute over holiday operations. 
Judge Bernard Friedman of the 
Cuyahoga County Common Pleas 
Court ordered that Sohio and Super, a 
service station operator for 16 years, 
must try to reach an agreement within 
30 days. 
If they do not, he said, he will bring 
them back into court and decide the 
matter himself. 
The dispute centered on Sohio’s 
contention that Super violated his 
contract with Sohio by refusing to open 
his station on holidays. Super con­ 
tended it isn’t profitable to do so. 
The contract expired last Nov. 30. 
“ To put in a contract that one must 
work 15 hours a day, work religious 
and legal holidays, is unfair,’’ 
Friedman said. He added that the con­ 
tract leans to the company’s favor and 
that it gives the dealer no choice 
whether to operate on holidays. 
But though Sohio’s demand for 
compliance “ appears to be against 
public policy,” the contract’s terms 
are legal, he said. He also said Super is 
entitled to an agreement.

Speaking Of Your Health

I perspire a great deal. It seems 
rediculous to say that this condition 
almost dominates my life, but it does. 
At work, particularly, my palms 
sweat so much that it interferes with 
my activity. 
I am not unusually tense or nervous. 
Can anything be done about this? I am 
34 years old. 
Mr. L R., Mich 
IXar Mr. R.,: 
The condition you describe is known 
as hyperhidrosis. Excessive sweating 
of the hands and the feet sometimes 
exists without unusual perspiration of 
other parts of the body. 
This annoying condition has been 
treated with many types of drugs, 
some Liken internally, others applied 
locally. Some of the drugs in fact can 
cause marked dryness of the mouth, 
dizziness, and even blurring of the 
vision. For these reasons none of these 
drugs should ever be used without the 
specific suggestion of your doctor. 
Tempting and persuasive mail-order 
advertisements 
suggest 
new 
“ breakthroughs” with their drugs. 
These can be hazardous for people 
with other existing conditions. 
A very exciting new surgical ap­ 
proach to this problem is now being 
tried with great enthusiasm at the 
Cleveland Clinic. The operation in­ 
volves the sympathetic nerves, a part 
of the nervous system known to be 
responsible for sweating. 
The results of this technique have 
been reported by Dr. Donald Dohn. In 
those cases in which this operation has 
lx*en performed the results have been 


most gratifying. 
Not all patients are candidates for 
the operation. Many factors besides 
age and general physical condition are 
involved. 
I have tried everything to relieve the 
painful sores I get inside my lips and 
mouth. Are there any new ways of 
treating them? 
Miss E.T., Nev 
Dear Miss T.: 
Many explanations have been of­ 
fered for the recurrence of these 
aphthous ulcers of the mouth. None are 
completely satisfying. Poor dental 
hygiene, excessive fatigue, emotional 
stress, tobacco, alcohol, irritation by 
teeth, and drugs are only some of the 
factors thought to be responsible. 
Applications of anesthetic medicines 
are temporarily helpful. Drugs like 
lactinex and bacid, purchased with the 
doctor’s prescription, are sometimes 
beneficial. 
In a recent edition of the medical 
journal, Consultant, Dr. Shafiq Ahmed 
made a simple suggestion that is worth 
trying. He says that fresh lemon juice 
mixed with table salt can be used to 
rinse the mouth. He suggests using a 
teaspoonful of this juice in diluted form 
three or four times a day. He thinks, 
too, that swallowing this mixture will 
make the ulcers or canker sores 
disappear in 24 hours. 
Dr. Ahmed points out that he learned 
this simple treatment from his 
grandmother in Pakistan. 
The medical wisdom of grand­ 
mothers should not always be taken 
lightly!

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NEW YORK (AP) - The American 
way of life, primarily the quest for a 
cleaner, safe, more secure en­ 
vironment, is contributing inexorably 
to the problem of rising prices. 
Cleaner air, safer cars and more 
employment security are some of the 
more positive and desirable factors 
that can lead to higher prices. But 
negatives, such as poor workmanship, 
are equally potent inflators. 
Close to 37 million vehicles have 
been recalled in 6*2 years for the 
correction of safety defects, at least 
some of which can be attributed to 
faulty workmanship at the design or 
assembly stage. 
Another negative factor is theft. In a 
new lM)ok, “Security Control: Internal 
Theft,” Bob Curtis, a business and 
government consultant on retail store 
theft comments: 
“ Employe theft is the most critical 
element in store inventory shortages. 
It accounts for an estimated 60 to 75 
per cent of a store’s losses, and nearly 
a third of all business failures...are 
brought about by employe theft.” 
Environmental issues, however, 
appear to be second only to rising 
demand itself in pushing up some 
prices, not just for gasoline, fuel oil 
and electricity but, it is claimed, for 
new housing also. 
Advance Mortgage Corp., a home 
mortgage 
lender,

that 
ecological restrictions already are 
pushing up prices in Washington, D.C., 
Southern California, the New York 
suburbs and less pronouncedly in 
Atlanta and Chicago.

land policy also claim that short 
supplies could be alleviated somewhat 
by permitting easier access to re­ 
serves on public lands. 
Automobile safety standards are 


criticized as inflationary in this 
months First National City Bank 
“ Monthly Economic latter,” which 
suggests that some requirements 
might be made less rigid and others 
optional. 
It notes that an Office of Science and 
Technology report estimates the 1975- 
1976 federal standards could hike the 
retail price of a car by $350, or twice 
what industry officials believe would 
tx* the cost of less stringent California 
measures.

Collection 
Is Donated 
To France 


PARIS (AP) — Pablo Picasso’s 
family announced today that it is 
giving the artist’s immensely valuable 
collection of paintings by his con­ 
temporaries to the French nation. 
The gift, announced by the fam ily’s 
Pans attorney, Roland Dumas, does 
not include* the enormous collection of 
works by Picasso which the artist 
never sold. 
Art dealers are fearful that the 
market value of Picasso’s work will 
collapse if the family is forced to sell 
off a substantial number of these 
paintings to pay inheritance taxes on 
the rest of his large fortune. 
ITic* collection tieing given to the 
nation is in the villa at Mougins, on the 
French Riviera, where Picasso died 
April 8 at the age of 91. 
It includes paintings by Matisse, 
Modigliani, Dufy, Braque, Rousseau 
and others, and most have never lieen 
seen by the public. 
“They are pictures which he had 
purchased since the beginning of the 
century and are works of the greatest 
painters of the modern period,” 
Dumas said. 
He added that the only condition 
attached to the donation was that the 
pictures should hang 
together on 
exhibit in the Louvre. 
Picasso’s legitimate son, 
Paulo, 
confirmed that his father left no will. 
In addition to his widow, Jacqueline, 
and Paulo, the artist is survived by two 
illegitim ate 
daughters 
and 
an 
illegitimate son, and a legal battle may 
have to be fought Uirough the French 
courts to determine the division of the 
estate.

Hubbard, accepted proposed amend­ 
ments to the measure by Rep. Patrick 
J. Sweeney, D-6 Cleveland, but said 
they would not be voted on until next 
Tuesday night. 
Wolman told the committee that 
despite “ tlx* reasonable attempt” in 
the bill to assure that disclosures 
would fie kept confidential, “ past 
fierforinances of the state adminis­ 
tration...indicate you must make a 


strong presumption these safeguards 
you build into this bill may very well lx' 
circumvented.” 
Tile ACI ,U official said he questioned 
tfie handling of ii recent investigation 
in the Commerce Department’s 
Securities Division in which “ dozens 
and dozens” of state employes had 
their private affairs held up to scrutiny 
when they were under no suspicion of 
wrongdoing.

Javits said the exempt ion of present 
hostilities in the warpowers bill before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee is a carry-over from last year’s 
Senate-(Kissed bill. 
He said the exemptions were written

cease-fire 
agreement and return of American 
prisoners. 
Conditions prompting a desire not to 
“ rock the boat” no longer exists, 
Javits said. 
The bill, with 60 co-sponsors, would 
|K*rmit the president to send U.S. 
troops into combat w ithout approval of 
Congress only for 30 days under cer­ 
tain conditions. 
Troops could be sent to repel attack 
or meet the imminent threat of attack 
on the United Stites and its armed 
ton es and to rescue Americans im- 
|M*riled abroad or at sea. 
As Senate hearings continued on the 
war-powers bill, a House Foreign 
Affairs subcommittee scheduled a 
meeting to decide on its own version.

It's Time For Butterfly Roundup 


SHAFTER, Calif. (AP) - It’s 
roundup time down on the butterfly 
ranch. 
Top hands John Nickelsen and 
Carlos White are gathering their crop 
of butterfly larvae for shipment to the 
Faster market. 
The partners in one year have 
developed a thriving business selling 
larvae to schools so children can ob­ 
serve the growth process that turns a 
drab caterpillar into a beautiful but­ 
terfly 
Nickelsen said they sold 15,000 sets 
of five larvae at $6 a set last year and 
expect to do even latter this year. 
One of their peak selling seasons is 
Faster. 
Entomologists Nickelsen and White 
got into butterfly wrangling because 
their regular business—checking 
insects on 45,000 acres of field crops 
under contract to farmers—slacks off 
to almost nothing rn the winter.

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Rare Double 
Birth Noted 
In Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Cin­ 
cinnati physicians have reported a 
rare double birth which they say a 
search of medical records shows has 
been matched perhaps once before. 
'Pwo baby girls were delivered to a 
Cincinnati woman March 31 from 
seperate uteri that were fertilized at 
different tunes. 
Dr Stephen Hornstein said he has 
been able to find only one case 
"remotely sim ilar" and that occurred 
in the Soviet Union. 
He said the woman has individual 
uteri, two mouths of the womb and two 
cervixes. 
One of the infants was delivered by 
Caesarean section. Both were con­ 
sidered six weeks premature, hospital 
officials said. The infants now each 
weight more than four pounds, and are 
reportedly doing well. 
Hornstein said the.1 dual birth is a 
"historical case" not only due to its 
unusual nature, but because of the 
scientific data gathered once the 
phenomena was detected. 
He described the babies as "litter 
mates” —not twins. “ Tliey were born 
at the same time but came from dif­ 
ferent eggs and grew to maturity in 
different uteri," he said. 
Hornstein said other cases of divided 
uteri have been recorded "but the 
degree of split usually is not that 
great." 
Hornstein, who along with I>r. Tom 
Barden handled the births, said the 
chances of another such dual birth "is 
most unlikely. I would say probably 
one in a million."

Nixon's Veto 
WASHINGTON (AP) - ITesident 
Nixon says America’s consumers and 
taxpayers will be eventual winners 
because of veto-sustaining victories in 
Congress by what lie calls his cou­ 
rageous though outnumbered sup­ 
porters.

In a message to Congress, Nixon 
added little to his long-pending 
recommendations and rejected two 
ideas that he had been urged to adopt 
by organized labor: 
—'The President said a proposal to 
provide federal insurance to protect 
the pensions of workers who now suffer 
when their employers go out of busi­ 
ness or fall upon hard times would 
entail government re; ilation “ on a 
scale out of keeping with our free 
enterprise system.” 
—He said nothing about union 
reconunendatioas that workers who 
change jobs be permitted to carry 
their peasion benefits with them. 
Nixon’s major proposals were 
virtually identical to those he espoused 
in the past. 
Perhaps the most important one 
would provide for some "vesting” of 
pension rights, meaning that a worker 
would become legally entitled upon 
retirem ent 
to

fired before retirement age.

A review is needed of all the statutes 
conferring additional powers in time of 
emergency, repealing those outdated, 
saving those that need to be permanent 
law, and recasting others with a built­ 
in termination deadline, they said. 
They suggested legislation to limit 
presidential emergency powers to only 
30 days without congressional ap­ 
proval. They also proposed that a state 
of national emergency should not 
extend longer than six months without 
review and reinstatement for another 
six months by Congress.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
U.S. of­ 
ficials are pressing quietly for the 
release of two Thai prisoners of war 
whom the North Vietnamese have 
refused to let go. 
The two men, telievcd to he enlisted 
members of the Thai army, are the 
last known POWs of the Indochina 
war. 
One of them, Chai Cham Harnavee, 
is regarded by former 
American 
IHiWs as a hero and a key com­ 
munications link in the POW complex 
known as the Hanoi Hilton. 
Officials could report little about the 
second man, a Thai Army corporal 
named Napodam Wang ( ’horn, cap­ 
tured i i i I .ans i i i October 1072. 
Pentagon and State 
Department 
officials said they don't know why the 
North Vietnamese still hold the Thais, 
especially since two others from their 
country were let go along with nearly 
(UM) Americans and a 
few 
other 
prisoners from Canada and West 
Germany. 
( ’apt. James A. Mulligan, a Navy 
flier shot down over North Vietnam i i i 
1966, described Harnavee as “ one hell 
of a fine man.” 
In a telephone interview Mulligan 
said he believed Harnavee was a radio 
operator in the Thai army, a speciality 
which allowed hun to communicate by 
(ode through the walls ot the Hanoi 
Hilton. The Hilton, as described by 
American POWs, is a complex of sep­ 
arate camps in a designated area of 
Hanoi. 
For reasons not clear to Mulligan,

Ellsberg said that when he asked the 
pilot how he knew the people he was 
shooting at were the enemy, Viet Cong, 
the pilot replied that it was because 
that area held “ nothing but Viet 
Cong.” Ellsberg said he investigated 
and found that actually 1,500 Viet­ 
namese fishermen lived there. 


“ The majority of these are poor and 
near-poor, nonwhite, unemployed-in 
general the disadvantaged,” it said.
